So 
near to Ireland are these kindred lands, one would think that every little 
zephyr would waft the falling seeds and spread them on her bosom, or that 
the growing trees would send their growing roots across the narrow. sea to 
become embedded in the Sister Isle, and bring forth life and life fruits 

For several years the voice of God’s servants has been silent here, caused 
by the spirit of intolerance manifested at the time of the promulgation of 
God’s laws, and I find to-day great ignorance amongst the people relative to 
the belief of the Latter-day Saints, At the time Mormonism” was declared 
in this land, religious liberty found but little sympathy in the hearts of the 
people ; truth was met by error seated upon the throne of Sea kae aa 
‘crowned with public opinion, and arme I with prejudice, Hatred, bigotry, and 
a fierce spirit of intolerance. Before this hideous ‘monster fair truth stood 
— then spread her

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‘*Sheeny vans for fligbt:“ This day is thine. 

But as the shadow passeth, and the tree shall fall, 

Truth shall reixn, forever, over all.” 
From that time until the present, “Mormonism” has been a stranger to the 
Imerald Isle, except as it has been “told” in the press and anti-“ Mormon’ 
works. In many book shops I find “Artemus Ward among the Mormons,” 
“Hepworth Dixon’s America,” Life among the Mormons,” ete., etc, and 
these are the communicants, of the present day at least, of God's law unto 
the people. Thus it is that the opportunities for learning of the tenets of 
our faith are far from numerous, and also far from satisfactory unto those 
who desire to view them from an impartial standpoint. Many mutations 
have taken place since the Gospel was first brought to this land—espécially 
is this observable in the present views of the people relative to religious 
principles contrary to their own, accepted by various communities or indivi- 
duals, With astonishment, and iudeed with pleasure, do persons listen to 
the advocacy of “ Mormonism.” 

It is often the case that barriers are raised preventing, to a great extent, 
the reception of certain principles. For a time the minds of the people are 
pinioned—they bow at the altar of venerated tradition or worship at the 
shrine of prejudice, becoming thereby stereotyped, contracted and bigoted, 
until, by the adoption of a consistent course with the mind of 
have risen up and swept away the barriers, torn down the pillars upon which 
error has raised a mighty fabric, and eagerly grasped at and carried out 
higher, holier laws, making them happier, freer, nobler beings. May not the 
inhabitants of this land have labored under many disadvantages? May not 
darkened clouds have rested upon them, and fetters have been their com- 
panions ] preventing them from pursuing that policy which we, having tasted 
of the fruits of freedom, would have marked out. One of the unfailing, un- 
varying characteristics of humanity is manifested in their great predilection 
to judge everything and everybody by their own standard, forgetting the sur- 
roundings and the times of those upon whom they sit injudgment. Through 
the influence of the spirit of progression, which seems to be so abundantly 
poured out in this dispensation, and which permeates all nations, the condi- 
tions of Ireland are undergoing material change. 

In referring to the history of nations and peoples, especially to that part 
which treats of their intellectual and moral advancement, we cannot but 
observe that at various periods in their probations great mental stagnation 
was to be found—long nights of darkness came on, making the starless mid- 
night of their history. And what few attempts were made in the direction 
of the summit of excellence or plane of advancement proved abortive ; they 
were like wandering meteors, now present, a slight flash, and the pall of 
darkness still unmoved. Finally a spirit of progression seizes the people; 
some one, Samson like, shoulders the gates that haye now yielded to their 
march, and they rush out into the da ww inte the Mght, hailing anything with 
joy which comes as an instrument to assist in the consummation of the labor 
of bringing them to a more exalted position and a higher stage of action. 
Within the bosoms of some nations there lurk vipers, that send forth their 
poisonous fangs, adverse elements, acting reactionary, prohibitory, and they 
seem to hold a life tenure upon those nations, and so firmly are they con 
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vinced that they do, that only a mighty revolation, a universal awakening 
can shake their convictions. 

Much can be said in palliation of the past e Ireland: and her present 
—deplorable, many would say—status. Those adverse elements to whicht{ 
have referred, have had their throne erected in the heart of this fair land df 
many generations, aye, even antedating the plenting of the standardief 
Strongton upon the green sward of Ireland. We cannot expect that tht 
serpent resting in the bosom would fail to fasten its fangs deep into the ff 
neither can we expect the effects of the poison introduced ito: the bloating 
the nation to be eradicated in a day nor in a year.

“T searcely need state to you that another raid has commenced upon the 
Latter-day Saints—this time a government raid—and ‘having the formaef 
law for the protection of its perpetrators, The. late effort to disfranchise.the 
women of Utah proved a sigaal failure. It is no longer an open questien; 
but its ‘legality is so firmly. established by the separate ppinions of 


Justice Hunter and Associate Justice Emerson, also of Judge Twiss, that al 
doubts as to the validity of the Woman Suffrage Act are well settled. 1 
„This is cousidered u grand triumph by those who are aware of the canee 
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fully plotted intrigue which was devised by getting up a case in each District. 
on the outside, in the expectation of uniform adverse rulings. This, like the 
suffrage law, was intended for our discomfiture, but, like that, was overruled 
for our greater strength. Thanks to our Almighty Father, in whom we still 
may trust ! 

The period for registration is now passed; many were aroused to the 
necessity of naturalization and registration who have heretofore deemed it, a 
useless labor, and it is believed that in some places names hart been put en 
the lists which it muy be difficult to challenge for want of pereons to fit them, 
since the law requires that notice of challenge shall be served on them to 
appear before a Justice to give proof of eligibility. This political trick may 
cause some difficulty in places where the people's majorities are but small Is 
is well known that several of the Registrars were of the most unprincipled 
men in dur Territory, who, it is believed, would not halt at anything that 
might enable them to accemplish theif vile purposes. 

“The guod work of the Lord seems progressing{quietly but ake The 
Temples are advancing towards completion.

You will observe 
the different method of this edition: the short treatise with which each sub- 
ject commences, will aid the most inexperienced to a starting point, while the 
more advanced can, with the aid of the quotations, references and citations, 
pursue the various subjects as far as the Scriptures and revelations haue 
made them known to man. We do not claim perfection nor completeness for 
the work, therefore please criticise with kindness. It will prove a help in 
the atudy of Guspel principles. When completed, will send you a copy.
